THEN AND NOW. 


Before the coming of Christ, the outlook for 
domestic, national, and universal peace was fainter 
than now.

creatures must place His interests foremost. 

He, Who came to bring peace into the world, even 
now has a representative who could hasten the end of 
the war if the kings of earth at present, like the Magi 

_ of old, came to him for counsel. Instead, the rulers of 
nations, like Herod of yore, would destroy his in- 
fluence and silence his voice. Had the nations not 
turned against Him in the past, they would still be 
united in one grand peaceable fraternity, and no king 
or emperor would have dared to embroil the world in 
such a strife as we are now witnessing. Today the 
re resentative of the Prince of Peace has many devout 
followers in every country engaged in this brutal war, 
and they would cheerfully submit to him the griev- 
ances of their country in the hope of a most just deci- 
sion for all concerned, but the “Council of Kings” has 

- agreed not to do this. ‘The destruction of Jerusalem 
was a figure of the destruction of the world; on the 
oceasion of the former, the Prince of Peace spoke 
these words: “Jerusalem, Jerusalem ... how often 
would I have gathered together thy children as the 
hen doth gather her chickens under her wing, and 
thou wouldst not. Behold, your house shall be left to 
you desolate” (Matt. XXII). 

Of old, the nations were slow to accept the Prince 
of Peace; for three hundred years His emissaries were 

imprisoned, tortured, and put to death; His followers 
dared not advocate His terms nor His policies, ~But 
finally the nations saw their error and submitted, and 
a peace dawned, the like of which had never reigned in 
this world. We have no doubt that the nations will 
ultimately “follow the Star’, and be led to the “Prince 
of Peace’, but let us hope ‘and pray that they may 
soon raise their eyes heavenward that they may see 
the Star.

SEVEN WONDERS IN ONE. 


The Seven Wonders of the ancient world were the Pyramids of 
Egypt, the Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the Temple of Artemis at 
Ephesus, the Statue of Zeus by Phidias, the Mausoleum of Helicarnassus, 
erected in memory of her husband by Queen Artemisia, the Colossus of 
Rhodes, and the Pharos of Alexandria. 

Mote stupendous than any of these woriders is the modern press. It 
is seven wonders in one. 

Pile up, in solid blocks of paper, bale upon ee the sheets and 
reams of printed matter that even in a single day are issued from the 
presses of the world, and you would soon be able to build new pyramids 
outrivalling that of Cheops. 

The lighthouse on the Isle of Pharos could cast its rays but a short 
space across the foaming waters that lay beyond the Alexandrian port; 
but over all the land, on to the most distant town and hidden village, the 
modern Pharos of the press is daily flashing its messages of truth or 
falsehood, advancing virtue or promoting vice. 

What are the Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the Artemisian monu- 
ment, the Temple of Artemis, the Statue of Jupiter or the bronze colossus 
of Appold, the remaining Five Wonders of the ancient world, compared 
with the countless marvels in the broad realm of literature? 

But while such is the mighty power of the press, how much of those 
pyramids of printed pages is devoted to evil and how little to the service 
of God and the salvation of souls! How ominous, too often, are the rays 
cast forth from that modern Pharos of the secular press! What licentious- 
ness abounds in so many of those printed books and papers that fre- 
quently vie in sensuousness with the Babylonian gardens! What Arte- 
misian pride! What modern infidelity and atheism are there defended, 
more debasing even than the idolatrous cults of Zeus, Appolo and of 
Artemis! ‘ 

How, then, can we fail to see the need of everywhere promoting the 
diffusion of our Catholic literature to counteract these evils and to defend 
the Faith against the attacks that on all sides are made upon it?
